Taft Men Make Clean Sweep. 

This put a damper on the hopes of the 
‘allies,’ and when the Fifth district of Ar- 
kansas was called as the next case, nobody 
responded, So the two Taft delegates were 
seated by default. 

Then came the First district of Kentucky, 
where Fairbanks is contesting for delegates, 
and the word went out that there would be 
a shift here and the roll of the national com- 
mittee be altered. United States Senator W. 
J. Deboe appeared for the Fairbanks people 
and made the plea that the primaries at 
which the Taft delegates claimed to have 
been elected were utterly unfair, that demo- 
crate were allowed to vote while negroes 
were refused the right, and based his argu- 
ment on the general cry of fraud. 

The committee, however, followed the 
ruling of the national commilttee and, decid- 
ing it could not go behind the returns, seated 
the Taftdelegates. . 

When the other three districts of Kentucky 
were Galled Senator Bradley took Senator 
Deboe’s place in pleading the cause of the 
Fairbanks contestants, while Morris Gorbin 
of Kentiicky spoke for the Taft delegates. 
The same plea was made here as in the First 
district, Senator Bradiey accusing his op- 
ponents of most of the crimes in the political 
calen@ar. They finally retorted in kind-and 
then the result was some bitter personali- 
ties which Kept Chairman Fulton and his 
gavel busy preserving order. 

Then the committee voted as it had in the 
case of the First district, seating the six 
Taft delegates, making eight. in all from 
Kentucky. 


Mississippians Near Blows. 

The Mississippi contest nearly resulted in 
a personal encounter between two ‘distin- 
guished lawyers. It was getting along to 
that hour in the morning when-people lose 
their tempers easily, and that accounts for 
part of it. The rest was the result of an ar- 
gument which was beguh in the committee 
room and continued outside. 

The participants were Maj. Fred c Bryan, 
who is general counse! for the: “allies” in 
all these contests, and Ormsby McHarg, who 
had charge of them in the arguments be- 
fore the national committee. Mr. McHaerg 
went before the credentials committee on 
account of his personal familiarity with its 
details, and a prominent feature in this case 
was some promiscuous shooting which took 
place at the state convention at which the 
delegates at large were elected. 

Mr. MeHareg testified as to the details of 
these “gun plays” and Maj. Bryan took 
exception, claiming as an attorney he had 
no right to act a8 a witness. When they got 
into the lobby outside he added: 

“ft consider it most unprofessional con- 
duct.”’

Missouri Contests Dropped. 

The three Missouri contests séttied them- 
selves, the claimants failing to appear, so 
the six votes went into the Taft column.

VICE PRESIDENT 
RACE STILL OPEN. 


: Roosevelt Announces That 


Administration Is -Not 
Trying te Seleet the - 
Candidate. 


FAIRBANKS STILL IS COY. 


President Roosevelt entered upon the field 
of vice presidential activity and anxiety long 
enough yesterday to announce by telegrani to 
one of the western senators that the admin- 
istration was not endeavoring to pick the 
man for second place at this time. 

The occasion for the sending of this mes- 

sage is said to have been the prorhinence 
given the name of Gov. 
Iowa as a substitute for that of Senator 
Jonathan P. Dolliver for vice president. 
_. The president is said to have referred 
to Mr. Cummins specifically and to have dis- 
claimed responsibility for the impetus given 
the western governor, just as the pressure on 
Dolliver and the Allison republicans of Iowa 
became most embarrassing. 

Confirmation of this ** hands off" attitude 
was given by the Taft manager in Chicago. 
It does not follow that the Taft organization 
in this convention will not be largely instru- 
mental in selecting the man when the. proper 
time comes. The candidate who is selected 
will be named because, among other quali- 
fications, he possesses that of acceptabilty 
to the nominee for president. 


Calms the Troubled Iowans. 

Just at the present it is found that the 
continual stirring of troubled waters servés 
only to keep the convention on edge dnd to 
inject an untimely issue into a condition of 
affairs already vexing enough even with the 
main question of the nominatien for presi- 
dent. regarded as settled. 

The announcement had some effect in quiet- 
ing $8 tumultuous emotions of the makers 
sna of vice presideniial candidates, 
although the comfort it contained was more 
ephemeral than substantial. 

It came, however, at an opportune moment. 
Senator’ Borah of Idaho, who since his ar- 
rival Sunday has been a not unproductive 
source of tidings, emerged hot from a tele- 
phone booth in the morning with statements 
which threw the agitated state of Towa into 
stili mere acute agitation. 

He had been in conversation with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt or Secretary Taft, or both, 
and he had the original copy of the Cum- 
mins’ boom in his hand. He announced that 
he had word from the front and that Cum- 
mins was the an. 

The announcement that President Roose- 
velt had telegraphed to the contrary was like 
a palmetto fan and a long, cool drink on a 
hot day to Iowa’s drooping spirits. 


In the Interest of Harmony. 

tt received additional confirmation in a 
statement issued at Washington and labeled 
“ authoritative.” In this it was said: 

“An exchange of telegrams over night be- 
tween Washington and Chicago indicates 
that there will be no developments, so far as 
the administration is concerned, in the mat- 
ter of the selection of a candidate for vice 
president until after the platform shall have 
been disposed of and a nominee for the 
presidency shali have been named.” 

To this was added, “ unauthoritatively,”’ 
the following: 


‘It is understood that the above state-- 


ment was iseved with the distinct purpose 
of avoiding a complication of the vice presi- 
dency with that of the presidential nomina- 
tion, the result of which might be to diminish 
Secretary Taft's strength by creating enmi- 
ties among the friends of those candidates 
for the vice presidential nomination who are 
shown to have either failed to receive his 
support or encourage his actual opposition.”’

Senator Dolliver and 
Vice President Fairbanks still remain the

A considerable portion of the Maseachu- 
setts’ delegation is in this same predicament, 
wishing to be loyal to the native son so long 
as the son ts in the race, but all of the dele- 
gates have not taken the matter as pbilo- 
sophically as has Mr. Crane. State Senator 
W..O. Faxon has written to the governor ask- 
ing him to withdraw his name from consider- 
ation!

The state caucus, having adjourned 
to meet at the call of the chairman, Tim 
Woodruff, may be reassembied today to try 
to reach conclusions. 

The situation in this state is embarrasse¢ 
efill further by the announcement that Gen, 
Stewart L. Woodford, one of the delegates 
at large and one of the strictly orthodox 
Hughes men on the delegation, may be con- 
sidered as a candidate for the vice presi- 
dence Woodford, it is said, believes that a 
solution of the <iMficulties could be found if 
the entire delegation would unite on Gov.

Business Interests—Press Would 
Change Judges, Not Law. 


ests. There have been. numerous confer- 
ences between the representatives of these 
interests, and there are indications that they 
are in agreement. The fight against the 
proposed restriction over future iseues of 
stocks and bonds by interstate carriers is a 
continuation of that which has been waged | 
in Washington for the last two years. Some 
of tie railroads which lie in developed re- 
gions are entirely willing to have the gov- 
‘ernment. supervise their issues of stocks and 
bonds, provided those which have been floated 
are net affected. They believe the approval 
of the federal gevernment would constitute 
@ guarantee which would enable the easier 
floating of loans. 

But railroads which traverse less popu- 
lous regions and which desire to make ex- 
tensions allege they would be gravely em- 
barrassed by the requirement to secure the 
consent of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion before they could issue securities. 

Roads Fight Security Plank. 

It is these railroads—anrd they are powerfu! 
which are earnestly opposing any reference 
te this subject in the platform: Of course,

The establishment of posta! savings banks. 
This subject was not mentioned four years 
ago. John L. Hamilton of. the National 
Bankers’ association made the usual argu- 
ment against thie legislation, insisting it 
would tie up huge sums.of money which 
ought to be in circulation, and that im general 
government banks would affect the currency 
supply, and might bring about disaster. 
Speaker Cannon and his supporters are 
behind the bankers in their opposition. The 
delegates as a whole take hut a languid in- 
terest in this subject. and this fact, com- 
bined with ignorance, may make it poesible 
for the Taft forces to obtain the adoption 
of the plank.

Of 
these labor injunctions only one has been 
modified.

defendant.. This would certainly prevent 
hasty or undue action and at the same time 
not destroy a valuable remedy for the redress

Parsons Puts In Minimum.

Leaders Declare for Conservative 
Platform and Candidate.

National Committeemen Say That 
Bryan Can Defeat Taft.

A conservative running mate for "William 
J. Bryan and a platform as conservative as 
the Nebraskan with propriety could consent 
to stand on—this ig the tentative program of 
the democratic national committee as out- 
lined yesterday by members of the subcom- 
mittee on arrangements. 

When the reports of the first session of the 
republican national convention were brought 
to the democratic committeemen they were 
received with cheers. 

“ It was lifeless,"’ said the speaker, . “‘ Even 
the magic of Roosevelt's name failed to stir 
the national gathering of his own party into 
semblance of life. It is our opportunity.” 

The meeting was held at» the Sherman 
house, far from the activity of the repub- 
licanm centers. Those present were Roger 
Sullivan of Illincis, Thomas Taggart of In- 
diana, chairman of the democratic national 
committee; Urey Woodson of Kentucky, sec- 
retary of the committee;-Norman EB. Mack 
of New York, Mayor James C. Dahiman of 
Omaha, Neb., John T. McGraw of West Vir- 
/ginia, John fr. Osborne of Wyorhing, and 
Charles Boeschstein, chairman of the Ilinois 
democratic state central committee. Clark 
Howells of Georgia and R. H. Johnston of 
Texas were absent. 


Discuss Men and Platform. 

While the subcommittee could not in its 
official capacity, take up any discussion of 
candidates or of the platform, there was a 
good deal of informal talk among the mem- 
bers on both subjects. 

Lieut. Gov. Lewis Stuyvesant Chanler.and 
John B. Stanchfield were New York names 
which were frequently mentioned. Chairman 
Taggart has a candidate from his own state 
in John W. Kern of Indian While itis 
believed that Gov. Johnson Minnesota 
would not accept second place on the ticket, 
being a candidate for presidential honors 
himeelf, many of the members thought that 
he would make a strong running mate for 
the Nebraskan. : 

Judson. Harmon of Ohio end ex-Gov. Fran- 
tis of Missouri were also food for vice presi- 
dential gossip, showing a decidéd trend 
towards conservatism of the democratic lead- 
ers even though they realize that ‘a chain of 
circumstances beyond their control has ren- 
dered the nomination of Bryan inevitable. 
John Mitchell, former president of the United 
Mine Workers, whose name has been men- 
tioned, is not being considered seriously for 
the place. 


Agree on Conservatism. 

There was practically unanimity amohg¢ 
members of the subcommittee on the sub- 
ject of a conservative platform—that is, con- 
servative for a man of such radical views 
as Mr. Bryan to stand tpon. There was a 
general disinclination on the part of the 
leaders to enter upon a discussion of the 
platform in advance of the time when active 
work on its construction will be begun. 

But, from guarded hints that were dropped, 
it ig evident that Mr. Bryan will not be 
intrusted with the work of writing the plat- 
form without codperation, and that in all 

probability the Nebraskan will not be the 
master builder. 

‘We are not officially concerned with the 
Grafting of a platform at-this time,’ said 
Norman E. Mack. .‘‘'My own opinion and 
that of many democrats with whom I have 
talked of late is that, while Mr. Bryan's 
policies will be reflected in it,-it willbe a 
reasonable declaration of democratic dac- 
trines and principles which should appeal to 
ali consistent members of the party.” 


Mack Talks of G. 0. P. 


In discussing the events in connection with 
the breliminary work of the republican con- 
vention, Mr. Mack said: 

“If the republican convention will adopt

Secretary Himselt Has Special Connec- 
tion with Convention for Bulletins. 


Washington, D. C., June 16.—[Special.]— 
The information service installed at ‘the 
White house and in the office of thesecretary 
of war for the purpose of furnishing the pres- 
ident and Mr. Taft with red hot detalis of 
the convention proceedings-has thrown the 
way open for a lively contest among oper- 
ators, press associations, telephonists, and 
others, including the president himself, ag to 
who: shall be the first to deliver to Secretary 
Taft the news of his: nomination when a ‘vote 
is taken in the convention. 

The most elaborate arrangements for the 
attainment of speed in. transmission on nom- 
ination day ate being made... At the White 
house there is a loop from one-of the wires 
of a press association where all ‘bulletins 
coming from Chicago to the office of that as- 
sociation are caught by an operator and 
turhed over to Seeretary Loeb for the presi- 
dent. 

Taft Has Phone and Telegraph. 

At the office of Secretary Taft there is a 
special telegraph wire connected directly 
with the convention hall at Chicago, also a 
long distance phone. It is understood that 
Mr. Hitcheock at Chicago has arranged for 
steady connection with Washington on the 
phone from the moment yoting commences. 
Mr. Carpenter. Mr. Taft's secretary here, on 
the other hand, thinks he will be able to drag 
the announcement of the nomination off the 
telegraph wire ahead of Mr, Hitchcock on 
the phone, and has given an operator in his 
offic# notiee that his job will be tin jeopardy

At the White house President Roosevelt 
is naturally anxious to obtain first news and 
deliver the announcement along with his con- 
gratulations to. his cabinet official.

‘In ‘the midst of unusual prosperity, with 
6,608 national banks under the direct super- 
yigion and control..of the national govern- 
ment, with $750,000,000 of outstanding cir- 
culation—and all secured by United States 
bonds, every dollar of which is worth 
its face in gold—with an unprecedented 
holding of coin. in the treasury of the 
United States, yet: sudden paralysis. seized 
the banks, national and state, and they were 
either reluctant or unable to respond to the 
ordinary and legitimate demands of com- 
merce. 

- * Consternation, prevailed, anithininn was 
shaken, and nothing but the prompt and 
heroic action of the secretary of the treasury 
averted widespread and serious catastrophe. 


Recites President’s Praise. 

“ President Roosevelt well said in com- 
menting to the secretary of the treasury: 

* *]I congratulate you, Mr. Secretary, upon 
the. admirable way in which you have han- 
dled the present crisis: I congratulate also 
those conservative and substantial business 
men, who, In this crisis, have acted with 
such wisdom and public spirit. 

“ * By this action they did invaluable service 
in checking the panic, which, beginning as 
a matter of speculation, threatened to de- 
stroy the confidence and credit necessaty 
to the conduct of legitimate business. 

“* No one who considers calmly can ques- 
tion that the -uinderlying conditions which 
make up our financial and industrial well he- 
ing are essentially sound and honest. The 
dishonest’ and speculative enterprises. are 
the occasional incidents of our system. The 
action taken by you and the business men 
in ouéstion has been of the utmost conse- 
quence and has secured an opportunity for 
the calm consideration which must tn- 
evitably produce entire confidence itn our 
business conditions.’ 

‘Shower Need of Change. 

“ That such a disturbance should have oc- 
curred under such conditions furnished the 
strongest proof that there is something in- 
herently defective in the system itself, which 
can only be reached by a thorough overhaul- 
ing. This system hastily inaugurated by 
Secretary Chase during the exigencies of 
war, while confessedly defective in its ability 
to respond at all times to the varying and 
exacting demands of trade, yét during the 
forty-five years of its existence it has served 
a wise and beneficent purpose. Under it 
the public credit has been advanced until! our 
bonds float at a lower rate of interest than 
any other nation. Under it specie payments 
were resumed, the gold standard established, 
and maintained, and every paper dollar ts- 
sued convertible into coin. 

“Under this system questionable and 
worthless state bank issues were driven out 
of circulation, and supplanted by a national 
currency of URCHST ENG character and sta- 
bility. ° 

The weakness of the system is not newly 
discovered ~ That it has inherent weakness 
is conceded. The defect has been récognized 
from the beginning, practically by very sec- 
retary of the treasury. One glaring fault has 
remained through aM these yéars—namely: 
the want of elasticity, and that has contin- 
ved. As early as 1872 George 8S. Boutwell, the 
then secretary of the treasury, called atten- 
tion to this defect, and it is so pertinent to 
the conditions now that I beg to quote. He 
<, circulation of each bank te fixed arbitrarily 
by. a fixed law. The aggregate circulation: is, 
therefore, a Mied-sum, and consequently there is 
practically mo reserve to meet the increased de- 
mand for money, due occasionally to extraordinary 
needs, at home and abroad and arising periodic- 
ally ‘with the incoming of harvest. 


Flexibility Is Greatest Need. 


“A degree of flexibility in the volume of 
the currency is essential. Also Senator Win- 
dom: discovered this defect and spoke in 
pungent terms in relation. to it, 

“ The recent panic has called.the attention 
of congTess anew to the necéssity of further 
legisiation,,and a law has been enacted pro- 
viding for an emergency currency of $54,000, - 
000 to. be issued under certain conditions and 
limitations, ah authorization which it is be- 
lieved will prevent the recurrence of any 
such disaster as, that which befell the coun- 
try iast fall.

Pair of Hawkers Work ‘‘Endless 
Chain’? Scheme for Gain. 


SCALPERS OUT IN FORCE. 


Hunt for Exorbitant Prices. 


The “ endless chain " scheme, manipulated 
by a team of clever hawkers, resulted in a 
score of persons seeing the convention yes- 
terday ontwo tickets. The hordeof scalpers 
who sought to dispose of tickets by “ads” 
in the papers and open solicitation in hotels 
were Swamped as a result. 

This is the way the scheme was worked: 
Mr “ Wager Sightseer,”’ who was willing to 
pay a smal! sum to look inside the Coliseum, 
was approached and told “it fs all fixed.” 
Needless to say, the ‘‘ deal ’’ was soon closed, 

A short conference between Mr. *‘E. 8.”’ and 
the team followéd the unimportant trifle of 
settling the price, and after a few explana- 
tions hawker No. 1 went into the convention 
Hall. Hawker No. 2 then pinned a badge on 
Mr. “E. 8.”".and handed hima ticket. Just in- 
side the door he was met by hawker No. 1, 
who welcomed “‘ an old friend."’ ‘ 

Led by the usher, Mr. *‘ E. S.”’ and hawker 
No. 1 went down the aisie together. ‘At this 
time Mr. *‘ E. 8S.” slipped the badge from his 
lapel and this was followed by the return of 
the ticket as soon as the usher had showed 
the seat. | 

The hawker lost no time getting out on the 
street, where another “FE. 8,.”’ accepted the 
good offices of the pair. Thus the game was 
kept up all day long at a handsome profit to 
the team of geniuses. 


Scalpers’ Trade Is Hurt. 


This traffic cut heavily into the scalping 
business done at the various hotels and by 
the amateurs. who advertised through the 
papers “choice tickets and badges for sale.” 
The “ blind ’’ advertisements brought hun- 
dreds of inquiries, but the exorbitant prices 
wanted resulted in raresales. These prices 
ranged from $75 to $200 and included seats in

SHOWN BY HUGE SEARCHLIGHT 


Great Advertising Scheme Operated 
from Skyscraper Attracts Attention 
from All Within Radius of 8 Miles. 


NEGROES CONDEMN W. H..TAFT 
AND PROMISE TO WHIP G. 0. P. 


Blacks Urged in Fiery Speeches to Keep 
Silent Now, but to “Wipe Out the 
Stain of Brownsville.” 


The most complete and novel advertising 
scheme ever displayed in Chicago was put 
into operation last evening on the roof of the 
Tribune building advertising Tue Crircago 
TRIBUNE. <A _ silk banner with the words, 
“Tue CHIcaGO TRIBUNE, World's Greatest 
Newspaper,’ was suspended in midair from 
an aeroplane elevated to a height of 6,000 feet. 

The banner was illuminated by a 50,000 
candle power searchlight operated on the roof 
of the building. A second searchlight of equal 
power sent a shaft of brilliant light into every 
part of the city with each revolution: The 
lights were seen by crowds within a radius 
of eight miles of the building. 

A third searchlifht will be added tonight 
and two additional aeroplanes will be sent up 
suspending an- American flag and a trapeze 
performer in effigy for the amusement of the 
delegates and visitors to the city. It takes, 
four men to operate the mechanism control- 
ling the display. The sign and the lights at- 
tracted thousands of people in the downtown 
district last night.

CUPID ALSO AT CONVENTION. 


Brings About Marriage of Attorney 
Walter True and Miss Minnie Lafary 
in the Kansas Headquarters. 


Bethel church, Thirtieth and Dearborn

Martin B. Madden made tie prin- 
cipal speech, asserting that he would make 
it his business to see that by national legis- 
lation the southern states are compelled to 
grant the negroes in the south their full con- 
stitutional rights. 

The banquet was given for the visiting 
delegates and alternates from the soyth by 
the Sons of Mississippi and was advertised 
as strictly nonpartisan, nonpolitical and 
merely for the social entertainment of all, 
irrespective of factional differences. 

When the speaking began the usual tirades 
against the administration were thundered 
out by the dusky orators. 

One speaker, Beauregard F. Moseley, a 
Chicago lawyer, proposed a unique plan of 
campaign. 

“ Hannibal, the great warrior of the middle 
ages, Was a black man,” he said. “ But he 
subdued the mighty Romans. In a case like 
that it was well enough to use a band. That 
was war. But this campaign isn't. It's 
polities. Because we have liberty of speech 
is no reason why we should talk all the time.

Strange Calm Hangs Over the 
Coliseum and Crowds Both 
*  _Inside.and Out. 


INTEREST IS NOT LACKING 


Police Lauded for the Manner in 
Which They Handled Throngs 
at the Building. 


|° Somewhere in the city there are vast stor- 
age tanks of noise. They were brought to 
the convention primed and capped, read 
for discharge; but the first day brought fort 
no explosions and the unexpectedly peacefui 
| demeanor of the boomers had something of 
the effect of a sleeping potion upon the thou- 
sands of visitors who came to lend a voice on 
any excuse. 

The nolse was held. in reserve to such 4 
degree that the occasion was pronounced one 
of the least demonstrative great invasions 
ever recorded, The streets were crowded, 
here a little group of men would be walking 
arm in arm chanting a parody, and at times 
one might catch a glimpse of marchers, but 
over all was spread orderliness. 

There were few of the ‘exciting little 
happenings that have been the external ac- 
companiments of former conventions—no 
curb-stone oratory, no heated debates, no 
shouting and yelling, no throwing of hats 
and canes into the air. 


Watch, but Hold Silence. 

Despite this seeming indifference,. how- 
ever, Chicago’s millions and its. thousands 
of visitors, those who were to have an active 
hand in shaping the destiny of the nation 
and those others who wanted to catch a 
glimpse of the event, were keeping an eye 
and an ear open for any of the little charac- 
teristics of the situation. 

It was remarked by some of the old 
stagers, the veteran delegates, and the ha- 
bitual convention attendants, that thtre’ 
never was a convention in which so few 
noise making devices appeared. There wére 
military bands and glee clubs, of course, 
but their offerings wer classified by the 
majority as music, and there appeared none 
of those instruments of torture which usually 
create a bedlam around the headquarters. 

A small boy did appear early in the morn- 
ing at the Coliseum with a supply of tin 
horns, but his first blast was so severely 
frowned upon that his sales were few, and 
the customers soon put their purchases In 
their pockets. Outside of these few *“toots ”’ 
there were a few whistling devices whirled 
from the ends of strings that caused occa- 
sional annoyance, but they were infrequent. 


Throngs Before Building Quiet. 

The Chicagoan who did not know a con- 
vention was in session would not have 
learned. that fact if he had ridden by the 
Coliseum in a street car with his eyes glued 
to his newspaper. Not a discordant sound 
would have struck his ear. The singsong 
of program sellers, souvenir venders, and 
refreshment salesmen might have caused 
him to look up, but had he done so he would 
| have seen only that the sidewalks and pave- 
ments were lined with people and that the 
doors of the big building were jammed with 
those trying to gain entrance. 

Here and there sparkled in the sun a sil- 
ver, gilt, or bronze badge, showing that a 
delegate, alternate, or one of the numerous 
sergeants-at-arms was taking the air for a 
few minutes. They stood about talking qulet- 
ly with their friends or shaking hands with 
old acquaintances. 

The rest of the idlers were the anfortunates 
who did not possess the bit of green paste- 
board requisite to entrance to the hall. They 
were lined up the entire stretch of the long 
block from Fourteenth to Sixteenth street on. 
both sides of the pavement, attempting to 
catch a whisper of the proceedings, to gather 
news from those leaving and to watch the 
distinguished persons as they entered or de- 
parted from the building. 


Police Aid in Keeping Calm. 

Much of the peaceful, orderly demeanor of 
this crowd was ascribed to the work of the 
city police who were under the direction of 
Chiet Shippy himself. Two hundred of them 
were on duty, a large part of the force being 
assigned to the entrances and sidewalks. 

‘**] am proud of my men,’ declared the 
chie’. ** Did you notice how they handled the 
crowd” Not roughly at ajl. They were quiet 
but firm with the idlers, and the result was 
that we had the sidewalks and entrances 
clear so that none of the visiters was incon- 
i venienced in any way. 

** There was another thing we accomplished 
that would not be noticed by the ordinary 
observer. We had that crowd absolutely 
fre2 from pickpockets and petty crooks. 
There was a force of detectives at work all 
day and if any man whose face is in the 
bureau or who is known ag a bad one was 
recognized he was warned to disappear and 
not t6 show up there again.” 


Arrival of Honored Ones. 


The rush to the Coliseum began long before 
the hour, for opening the doors was reached. 
At 10 o’clock the vanguard of sergeants-at- 
arms began to arrive. Those who had tickets 
wefe admitted at 10:30, when the band con- 
cert began, but the remainder stood outside 
watching every automobile and carriage that 
drew up to deposit its passengers. 

Many of the latter escaped attention, but 
those whose pictures have appeared tn print 
so frequently that their identification was 
easy were pointed out and weleomed with 
applause. Among these were Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Taft and their daughter, Miss Louise 
Taft, Mrs. Alice Roosevelt Longworth. Mr. 
and Mrs, Chauncey Depew, and Wu Ting- 
fang, the Chinese minister, with his party. 
Few of the delegations went to the Coliseum 
in martial array, California and Minnesota 
being the notable exceptions. The same gen- 
eral statement was true of the marching 
clubs. The Blaine club of Cincinnati acted as 
escort for the Ohio delegation as far as the 
entrance and then disbanded. 

Ticket speculators were skurrying around 
all day on the hunt for bargains. When they 
found an alternate who looked as if he might 
have exhausted. his resources, they occa- 
sionally were able to secure his tickets at a 
sacrifice. When they came to the other phase 
of their business it was a different story. The

The council members are. displeased be- 
cause, as a matter of courtesy, they believe 
tickets should have been forthcoming, and,as 
a matter of fact, they were not, except to 
some aldermen who hdd “* outside influence.” 
Ald. Sitts and one’or two other farsighted 
members obtained appointments as  ser- 
geants-at-arms on the convention floor, but 
most of the others are left out. And their 
constituents know it. 


Text of the Petition. 

The letter sent to City Clerk McCabe is as 
follows: 

“The undersigned members of the city 
council of Chicago hereby request you to 
call a special meeting of the city council, to 
be held Wedfesday, June 17, 1908, at 10a. m., 
to protest against the treatment accorded the 
members by those in charge of the national 
convention, now being held in this city.” 

It is signed by Aldermen W. P. Dunn, John

HOMICIDAL DEMENTIA. 

It is strange that no official state- 
ments are made showing the number of 
homicides and deaths by Various forms cf 
violence in the different states and ter- 
ritories of this country, and that such 
information as\is at hand has to be co)- 
lected by and presented by the press. 
Even the national census bureau, with 
all its machinery, has not yet collected 
this’ class of statistics. 

Since the new year began, however, 
two states have made an official show- 
ing, and they are not of an encouraging 
nature. Out of fifty-six murder cases 
tried in Oregon only ten convictions were 
obtained, and these for murder in the 
second degree: There were other mur- 
derers who escaped trial by = suicide, 
though if they had stopped te consider 
with what ease murderers avoid the 
law’s penalty they might have spared 
themsélyes all trouble by letting the law 
take its course. 

In Pennsylvania last year there were 
10,180 violent deaths, ‘or about 28 per 
day, and 365 clear cases of murder, or 
one for each day in the year. Petin- 
sylvania hangs more people each year 
than any other state, but out of these 
365 only 14 went to the gallows. What 
is true of Oregon and Pennsylvania is 
true of the whole country. The‘average 
hangings per year are 120, or one hang- 
ing for each 70 murders reported, which 
must be considered an extremely. dis- 
proportionate process of “making the 
punishment fit the crime,” even when it 
is taken into account that capital pun- 
ishment is not practiced in several! states, 


The opening days of the present year. 


do not show any. signs of improvement. 
In the first two. weeks 848 homicides 
have been reported. There have been 
twelve ‘cases where the murderer has 
committed suicide, and two suicides have 
occurred after double and quadruple 
murders. There have also been one doa- 
ble and two: triple. murders. committed 
by those who made good their escape. 


What is the cause of these deplorable 


conditions? In Pennsylvania, of course, 
there are thousands of foreign laborers 
employed, among whom the Black Hand 
organization plies its murderous work.

Castle wlaney, now the home of Lord 
Francis and of his Australian wife, is an 
extremely beautiful place, the mansion, built 
in the Italian style, occupying a picturesque 
site on the shores of Muckno Loygh, a sheet 
of Water covering an area of about 1,000 
acres, studded with several well wooded 
islands. Much of the statuary in the terrace 
gardens occupied similar positions in the 
gardens of the Tuileries during the reign of 
Napoleon IIl., and were purchased by old 
Mrs. Hope after the fall of the French em- 
pire.

Leu to Arenenberg, in 
Switzerland, Princess Antoinette of Hohen- 
zollern used to come and make long stays 
with her son, Prince.Charies Anthony of 
Hohenzollern, who became the playmate of 
Queen Hortense’s son Lovis, afterward Na- 
poleon ITT. : 

The association of the two pfinces—namely: 
Charles Anthony of Hohenzollern and Louis 
Bonaparte—dated from even earlier. For, 
born at an interval of twelve months from 
one another, they had the same nurse, Mme. 
Lacroix, whose daughter, Hortense Lacroix, 
thus became their foster sister, she and her 
mother forming part of Queen Horténse’s 
household at Arenenberg. This foster sister 
of the two princes, when she grew up, mar- 
ried Cornu, a well known painter, and as 
Mme. Cornu played an extremely important 
role in France throughout the ‘reign of Na- 
poleon IIL, serving as a frequent inter. 
mediary between him and Charles Anthony of 
Hohenzollern, and trusted moreover by him 
as one of his most sagacious counselors, to 
whose advice he had frequent recourse in 
times of trouble.

Hortense Cornu’s advice, however, may be 
said to have contributed in 4 way to his 
overthrow. For it was she who suggested 
to him Leopold of Hohenzollern, son of their 
foster brother and former playmate, Charles 
Anthony of Hohenzollern, as the most suit- 
able candidate for the vacant throne of 
Spain. Leopold of Hohenzollern would never 
have been thought of for the throne of Spain 
had not his name been suggested by Napo- 
leon IIT. at the instigation of Mme, Cornu to 
the Spanish dictator and Marshai Prim, in 
response to the latter's confidential request. 
The French people, however, rebelled at the 
idea of a Hohenzollern on the throne of 
Spain, and ignoring at the time the réle of 
the emperor in the matter, and believing thé 
nomination to be instigated from Bertin, 
farced thelr ruler to go to war with Ger- 
many on account of this candidature of 
Prince Leopold. 

Napoleon was compelled by his govern- 
ment and people to demand a pledge trom 
King William of Prussia that he would never 
sanction the acceptance by Leopold of 
Hohensollern of the Spanish throne, and on 
this demand being refused the war ensued 
which culminated in the overthrow of the 
empire in France.

‘GAY GOWNS AT COMSEUM. 


Feminine Eyes Center on Foreign 
Diplom ats, While, Minister Wu 
Quietly Takes a Nap. — 


The old, vexatious quéstion of whether or 
not they should remove their hate presented 
itself again yesterday to the womeh who at- 
tended the opening session of the republican 
national convention, 

Most of the women fortunate ‘enough to 
obtain tickets of admission to the Coliseum 
held that it wae not necessary to bare their 
heads.. But that; was before. a number of 
statesmen had intimated in whispers which 
carried well that'the hats of the women con- 
stituents interfered with their view of the 
proceedithgs. | 

At last the matter was put up to Mrs. Alice 
Roosevelt Longworth, her hat being as large 


as the largest, with a feather on it éxtending 


beyond the brim. An usher asked her if she 
would remove it and thereby set an example 
to the other women. Mrs. Longworth replied 
thet she did not think she would, inasmuch 
as it was the business of statesmen to hear 
and not — a convention. Then Congress- 
man Longworth, being of the opposing fac- 
tion, took a hand and said, “O, I think I 
would,”” 

Mrs. Longworth again said she thought 
that she would not, and again her husband 
gently persuaded. with the result that in the 
end she acquiesced. Almost simultaneously 
many other women on the platform removed 
their head coverings and the proceedings 
continued unobstructed. : 


Interested in Proceedings. 

This was the first time Mrs. Longworth 
ever attended a national convention, and 
if her expression signified anything she en- 
joyed it greatly. She was so interested, so 
animated, and so sweet that every one who 
saw her had sométhing pleasant to say of 
her charming manner, and a half dozen po- 
licemen pulled off their caps as she passed. 

Mr. Longworth took great pains to ex- 
plain the proceedings to her. Everything 
connected with the convention interested her 
and once, when the name of Secretary Root 
was mentioned, she joyfully joined in the 
applause. When patriotic songs were played 
she stood up and applauded roundly. No at- 


tempt was made to give her an ovation when’ 


she entered, but she held. the undivided at- 
tention of all the women and miany ef the 
men, too.

Capt. The Hon. Horace Wood of the Brit- 
ish navy. naval attaché of the embassy at 
Washington, expressed’ the gréafest interest 
in the crowds thronging the hotel lobbies.

HE national republican convention 
of 1908;"' judicially said Perry

Two retiring members of the board of edu- 


cation will signalize their last appearance | 


with the body this evening by trying to have 
passed a rule excluding the public and rep- 
recentatives of newspapers hereafter from 
every meeting of committees of the board. 

The leaders of this “star chamber’’ move- 
ment—which haa not, except for this an- 
nouncement, been made known generally to 
members of the board—are Mrs. Kmmons 
Blaine and Dr. Cornelia De Bey, whose terms 
of office expire with the end of the present 
pehool year, Trustee Louis F. Post, who, as 
a@ leader of the “Dunne board” found the 
“star chamber” session a Trequent conveni- 
ence, and Trustee Chester M. Dawes. 

These are members of a Special committee 
appointed recently with Mrs. Blaine ae chatr- - 
man “to investigate the relations of press 
and public to the board of education.” A 
fifth member is Miss Jane Addams, another 
of the retiring trustees, Who was not present 
when the committee's report waa prepared, 
put who, it Ie believed, will sign the recom- 
mendation. None of the three retiring mem- 
ders, it js said om good authority, will be re- 
appointed, so that so far as they are con- 
cerned their proposal will be made more by 
way of a legacy to their fellow members than 
anything else. r 

Will Delight Radicals. 

The committee's report, which urges a 
breaking down of precedent that will delight 
the hearts of the more radical members, 
provides in effect that all the business of the 
Chicago public schools, aside from delibera- 
tions on the floor of the board, shall be trans- 
acted behind closed doors, Inasmuch as all 
measures go first to the committees to be 
discussed and acted.on'in detail, the effect 
of the proposed rule will be about as com- 
, plete as any one could wish. 

Information regarding committee transac- 
tions, the report proposes, will be given out’ 
after the meetings by the secretary of the 
board.

Even Dr. De Bay, when the plan was pro- 
posed at the committee's conference, char- 
acterized it as “unwise.”” Later she was 
persuaded to acquiesce in the report.

It is also more economical, as 
a thin place darned will last much longer 
than a darned hole.’ Flannels, stockings, 
table Hnen, and all woolen materials should 
be examined and the thin places darned each 
week before they are put in the wash. 

Turn the wrong side of the material towards 
you and place the selvedge up and down, 
with the thin place over the back of two 


fingers of the left hand. Have the thread. 


ready and begin at thé left hand side, either 
at the top or the bottom and put the needle 
under one or more threads of the strong 


threads away from the thin-place at the top 


and the side. Then put the needle over a 
eertain number of threads and repeat the 
process of over and under until you have a 
little more than covered the length of the 
thin place. Now make another row of simi- 
lar stitches, leaving severa) threads between 
itanc the first row. And continue this proc- 
ess until the entire thin place has been 
a and a border has been left on all 
sides 

Make each row of stitches a few stitches 
longer than the others until the middie of 
the worn spot has been reached and then 
decrease the number until the last row has 
the same number of stitches that the first 
one has. Leave a loop of thread at the end 
of each row so as to allow the thread to 
work up into the material, thus preventing 
& pucker and to roe for shrinkage.

Nearly every women has hung up some- 
where in her choset am old dress of foulard, 
silk, cashmere, or some otRer pretty cloth, 
which she knows is too old fashioned to re- 
model but which she cannot bring hergetf to 
throw away. If such a gown is nipped up 
and pressed and cleaned, if necessary, it can 
be used to make the daintiest tea jacket im- 
aginable. A pattern will be necessary, of 
course, but the entire expense of the dressing 
sack will be In the cost of the pattern.

Exercises for Reducing.

"CHARLISTON CABBAGE.—Select one 
hard head ‘of cabbage, remove “ outside 
leaves,” and cut it into halves, t into 
quarters. .Throw into a kettle of boiling 
saited water, and allow them to remain at 
simmering point for thirty minutes, «then 
drain, While the cabbage is cooking beat 
one. egg until light and add to it gradually 
half a pint of cream. In a small sauce er 
put four tablespoonfuls of vinegar, one 
leaf, a slice of onion, and two tablespoonfuls 
of olive oll. 

Cook slowly for five minutes, strain into 
the egg and cream, Pour this over the cab- 
bage, which should have been neatly ar- 
ranged in a baking dish, and cook for about 
ten minutes. in a moderately quick oven. 
Serve in the dish in which it is cooked. 


RED CABBAGE A LA FLAMANDE.— 
Trim off the outer leaves of a hard head of 
red cabbage and cut it into eighths. Cover 
with boiling water, and allow it to stand for 
fifteen minutes; drain, chop fine, and put 
into a saucepan; add two tablespoons of 
butter, one onion chopped fine, a bay leaf, 
a téeaspoonfil of salt, a quarter of a tea- 

nful of pepper, and an eighth of a tea- 
spoonful of ground cloves.’ Cover the sauce- 
pan and simmer, not boll, for three-quarters 
of an hour, stirring frequently. 

Take out the bay leaf, add another table- 
spoon of butter, the juice of one lemon, and 
serve at once.

Besides indicting the proprietors of twen- 
ty-seven disorderly houses for the illegal 
sale of liquor and requesting the mayor and 
police department to takeimmediate steps to 
effectually sup the practice, the June 
grand jury in its report to Judge W. H. 
McSurely..recommended jail sentences for 
reckless automobile drivers. 

The portion of the report in regard to 
automobile. speeding is as follows: 
~“ From observation and information re- 
ceived by the grand jury the reckless and 
fast driving of automobiles is done in most 
cases by experienced chauffeurs and owners 
who know they are violating the law. We 
believe the stringent enforcement of law, 
bg a jail sentence, would stop this prac- 

ce 


“We recommend that the police officers | 


again be instructed to obtain.correct names 
and data in cases which are presented to 
the grand jury, as a great amount of valu- 
able time may be saved.” 


Indicts Resort Keepers. 
The indictments against the keepers of dis- 


orderly resorts were brought about through | 


testimony given by detectives of the’ Chi- 
cago Law and Order league. The majority 
of the places are in the segregated district 
on the south side. The remainder are in 
the west side levee district, with the excep- 
tion of a few on the north side. 

The report. in regard to the illegal sale of 
liquor Is as follows: 

“ The evidence shows that liquor is being 
sold in approximately 2,500 resorts, nearly 
all of disreputable charatter. 

“The ability to sell liquor at extortionate 
prices is alone responsible for the existence 
of. the majority of these places. Such a 
condition is not only conducive to vice and 
crime; but it-is manifestly unfair to require 
one class of citizens to pay an annual license 
fee of $1,000, give bond, and observe the or- 
dinances of the city, while another class sells 
at all hours of the day and night without 
license or other fee and is under no super- 
vision or regulation whatever. Such dis- 
crimination in favor of disorderly resorts 
ought not to be longer permitted. We re- 
quest that future grand juries further inves- 
tigate this matter to the end that this evil be 
stamped out in this community.”

Among the 240 true bills found, the majority 
of which were of minor character, was one 
against Jamés McMenamin charging embez- 
zlement of $25,000 worth of gems from the 
wholesale diamond house of M. 8.

There are eleven stations on the loop, each 
with a force of eight ticket sellers, who draw 
$1.65 each a day.

Easier to Handle Crowds. 

By operating the platform asa unit, which 
would be possible under the pians for 
through routes now in preparation, the du- 
plication of platform guards might be cut 
down, and expenses still further decreased. 
Qn the other hand, access to the loop stations 
would be much easier than at pregent, and it 
would be possible to handle crowds with 
greater facility. 

The new plan for loop stations contemplates 
a platform on each side of the tracks, with 
two stairways from each platform to the 
street. That is all, except a connecting plat- 
form for the two sides, such as now exists. 
This plan eliminates the buildings now oc- 
cupied by ticket agents. 

“The platform stairs, canopy and every- 
thing else possible would be of prismatic 
glass,’ said Mr. Klok. “ The stairways at 
the ends of the platforms would be of dou- 
ble width, divided in the center, with one side 
for entrance and dne for exit. 


Fares Paid at End of Ride. 

“A passenger getting on a Northwestern 
elevated train at Quincy street, for example, 
and riding to Sheridan road would pay fare 
as he left the Sheridan road station. 

“This would distribute the congestion 
which now exists at loop ticket stations dur- 
ing rush hours by dividing it among all the 
stations along the line. It would enable the 
compa@mies to tell exactly how many passen- 


gers used the Wilson avenue line of the 


Ravenswood branch or any other part of their 
systems. That cannot be done at the present 
time. 

“A passenger getting on the train at Chi- 
‘cago’ avenue, bound for Sheridan road, would 
mot pay fare until he reached Sheridan road, 
but if he were going downtown he would pay. 
fare at Chicago avenue. 

“In a word, passengers riding toward the 
end of a line would pay fare at their destina- 
tion. Those riding toward the loop would 
pay fare before getting on the train. 


Glass Platforms for Loop. 
“ As to the loop itself, I believe there would 


be slight objections to larger platforms if 


they were Of glass:and if the present ob- 
structions. ‘were removed. It is likely also 
that-with the additional amount of floor space 
secured by abolishing the ticket offices on 
the loop and with the increased facilities for 
handling crowds, extension of loop platforms 
would be unnecessary.”

ILLINOIS MINERS IN A DILEMMA. 


Face Queer Situation as Result of Legie- 
lation Relating to Competency 
of Workers. 


Du Quoin, Ill, June 16.—[Special.]—The 
coal operators and miners of the southern 
Illinois field are confronted with a queer 
situation, should the recently enacted legis- 
lation, covering the competency of coal 
miners, become effective July 1, as is now 
expected.
